That 
now-defunct operation targeted 
Mexican gun traffickers but ulti- 
mately was the focus of a congres- 
sional investigation after a Border 
Patrol agent was killed in an inci- 
dent in which “Fast and Furious” 
guns were found at the scene. 

Congressional Republicans are 
investigating the operation and are 


pushing to learn whether senior 
Justice Department officials were 
involved. The department’s inspec- 
tor general is also investigating.

Cancer Pill Reflects New Strategy 


Trenton, N.J. 

Pfizer Inc.’s just-approved drug 
Xalkori, the first new medicine in 
more than six years for deadly lung 
cancer, proves the value of precise- 
ly targeting rare diseases linked to 
gene variants, cancer specialists and 
Pfizer executives said Tuesday. 

The drug was approved Friday 
in the U.S. along with a companion 
diagnostic test for just a small sub- 
set of lung cancer patients. It epit- 
omizes drugmakers’ new strategy 
of developing very expensive but 
effective medicines for relatively few 
patients to replace the blockbusters 
for the masses now getting compe- 
tition from generic drugs. 

Xalkori, a pill with relative- 
ly minor side effects compared to

chemotherapy, was approved for 
the roughly 4 percent of patients 
with advanced non-small cell lung 
cancer who have what’s called the 
ALK fusion gene. 

When ALK, short for anaplas- 
tic lymphoma kinase, and anoth- 
er gene on the same chromosome 
rearrange their positions and 
fuse together the ALK gene stays 
on constantly, fueling cancer cell 
growth. Xalkori works by block- 
ing the kinase enzyme, key to that

Rebels Issue Ultimatum 


Opposition demands 
Gadhafi stronghold 
yield or face attack 

Heisha, Libya 

Libyan rebels say they’re closing in 
on Moammar Gadhafi and issued 
an ultimatum Tuesday to regime 
loyalists in the fugitive dicta- 
tor’s hometown of Sirte, his main 
remaining bastion: Surrender this 
weekend or face an attack. 


“Gadhafi is now fleeing — 
and we have a good idea where he 
is,” said Ali Tarhouni, a top rebel 
leader, without elaborating. “We 
don’t have any doubt that we will 
catch him.” 

The rebels, tightening their grip 
on Libya after a military blitz, also 
demanded that Algeria return Gad- 
hafi’s wife and three of his children 
who fled there Monday. 

Rebel leaders insisted they are 
slowly restoring order in the capital 
of Tripoli after a week of fighting. 


Meanwhile ... 

Aisha Gadhafi, 

the only daughter 
of Moammar Gad- 
hafi, gave birth to a 
daughter less than 
24 hours after she 
and other relatives fled Libya, Alge- 
ria said Tuesday. Algerian news re- 
ports said Aisha’s pregnancy was a 
reason for the nation’s controversial

Violent Protests Hint at Power Struggle in S. Africa 


Johannesburg 

South African police fired stun 
grenades, water cannons and rub- 
ber bullets Tuesday at thousands 
of stone-throwing protesters, who 
burned flags of the ruling African 
National Congress party and called 
for the ouster of the country’s pres- 
ident, Jacob Zuma. 

The focus for Tuesday’s dem- 
onstration was the start of a disci- 
plinary hearing for Julius Malema, 
the fiery leader of the ANC’s youth 
league, and five others accused of 
bringing the ANC into disrepute

with their calls for the ouster of the 
democratic government of neigh- 
boring Botswana. 

Analysts say the hearing is a 
pretext to confront the growing 
power of Malema, who has mobi- 
lized disillusioned and unemployed 
youth with demands that the gov- 
ernment nationalize the wealthy 
mining sector and appropriate 
white-owned farmland for black 
peasants. 

Malema, 30, says that is the only 
way to address growing inequal- 
ity and poverty in Africa’s richest

including deploying police and col- 
lecting garbage. Reporters in Trip- 
oli still saw chaotic scenes, includ- 
ing motorists stealing fuel. 

There has been speculation 
that Gadhafi is seeking refuge in 
the heavily militarized town of 
Sirte or one of the other remain- 
ing regime strongholds, among 
them the towns of Bani Walid or 
Sabha. Rebel fighters were con- 
verging on Sirte, some 250 miles 
east of Tripoli. 

The rebels gave pro-Gadhafi 
forces there a deadline of Satur- 
day — the day after the end of the 
three-day Muslim holiday of Eid 
al-Fitr — to complete negotiations 
and surrender. After that, the reb- 
els will “act decisively and militar- 
ily,” said Mustafa Abdul-Jalil, the 
head of the rebels’ National Tran- 
sitional Council. (AP)

From Invisible to Infamous 


Crittenton’s arrest 
adds a tragic twist 
to the Wizards’ ’09 
handguns incident

On one of Gilbert Arenas’ final 
nights as a Washington Wizard, 
he stood in the corridor leading 
from the locker room to the floor 
— fearful of being booed almost a 
year after he and a teammate had 
irrevocably tarnished themselves 
and a franchise by 
bringing guns to Ver- 
izon Center. 

Asked whether he 
had spoken to Javaris 
Crittenton since they 
were both suspend- 
ed for the remainder 
of the 2009-2010 NBA season and 
Arenas had spent 30 days in a half- 
way house, Arenas replied, “No, but 
I heard he became more hard.” 

More hard, he explained, meant 
“more gangsta.” 

“You know, like some people 
turn over a new leaf when some- 
thing bad like that changes their 
life. I heard Javaris went the other 
way — he became more ’hood, 
more hardened in that way. I don’t 
know if that’s the case, but that’s 
what I heard.” 

Before his arrest Monday night, 
Crittenton had been on the lam for 
several days, wanted by Atlanta 
police in connection with an Aug. 19 
murder. He was arrested after 
checking in for a red-eye flight in 
Orange County, Calif. Shuttled to 
a Los Angeles police station, he 
was booked on suspicion of being 
a fugitive from justice. 

The mere notion of Crittenton 
as a person of primary interest in 
the death of another by gunshot 
instantly has to cast the events 
of December 2009 in a more dis- 
turbing light. 

All of us have probably run into

Charges Against Crittenton 


Javaris Crittenton, left, was in police custody on Tuesday after 
being arrested at a Southern California airport to board a Monday 
night flight toAtlanta,wherehis lawyer said hewould go to sur- 
render in a murder case. Police in Atlanta had obtained a murder 
warrant for Crittenton in the Aug. 19 shooting of 22-year-old Jullian 
Jones, a mother of four young children, as she was walking with two 
men. Police believe one of the men with her was the target. Police 
spokesman Carlos Campos said the motive appeared to be retaliation 
for a robbery in April, in which Crittenton was a victim, (ap) 


Backstory

a serious-as-a-heart-attack indi- 
vidual once or twice in our lives, 
someone we just weren’t sure about. 
As Gilbert Arenas’ father said in a 
telephone interview, “I remember 
guys going to their bag to get some- 
thing and everybody went running 
from the park. There was always 
one guy you didn’t want to agitate 
too much.

But was Crittenton really that 
guy? The hard part today for every- 
one who spent time around him: 
They never saw that side. 

Javaris Crittenton, murder sus- 
pect? 

This is a tough one to digest, 
especially for many of us who hung 
on Arenas’ every utterance during 
the ordeal and after he returned 
from his suspension. It was all-Gil- 
bert, all the time then. Crittenton 
was the forgotten counterpart, a 
foil for another mean-spirited Gil 
prank gone awry. 

We were so worried wheth- 
er Arenas’ All-Star career could 
ever be resurrected — whether he 
was going to be OK after he pock- 
eted, oh, $20 million per year — 
that we forgot to check on the guy 
who very possibly kissed his NBA 
career goodbye that day. 

Less than two years ago, Crit- 
tenton laid his head on the pillows 
of Four Seasons and Ritz Calrtons. 
Today, he’s in custody in a homi- 
cide case. 

A mother of four is gone. 

And the hoop dreams of a bright 
young kid, who as a teen once loft- 
ed alley-oop passes to a gangly 
Dwight Howard for bedazzling 
dunks, are all but dead. 

What a vicious cycle. From 
nothing to something. And back 
to nothing again. What a sinister 
omen those guns in the locker room 
may turn out to have been. 

For those of us fixated on only 
the famous falling from grace over 
the past 20 months, who focused 
on Arenas and forgot Crittenton, 
tragic doesn’t begin to cover it.

Re-Signing Zim Makes Sense 


Nats can ill afford 
to let the face of the 
franchise get away

Isn’t re-signing Ryan Zimmer- 
man to a long-term, bank-busting, 
career-long contract a no-brainer 
for the Nationals? While imple- 
menting The Plan, the Nats have 
been . . . let’s call it fiscally conserva- 
tive. Recently, they’ve opened their 
wallets — no truth to the rumor 
that moths flew out — 
to pay large sums to a 
lot of youngsters, and 
Jayson Werth. 

The jury’s still out 
on those moves, but 
there’s no question 
paying Zimmerman 
will pay dividends. Right now, he 
is the Nats’ marquee player, with- 
out question. Stephen Strasburg 
could become that guy — but even 
in a perfect world, Strasburg will 
pitch only every five days. Bryce 
Harper could become that guy — 
but he’s still a work in progress, 
and his day of contract reckoning 
is well down the road. 

Zimmerman’s isn’t. He is eligi- 
ble for free agency after the 2013 
season. We’ve seen what happens 
when teams don’t lock up their 
Zimmermans early. The Nats want 
to avoid an Albert Pujols-type situ-

Zimmerman Is in Good Company 

Ryan Zimmerman could be a George Brett-like figure for 
the Nats — a Hall of Earner synonymous with a franchise. 
Brett, left, came up with the Royals in 1973, their first sea- 
son in Kaufmann Stadium. Zimmerman came up in 2005, the 
Nats’ first year in Washington. In Brett’s first six full seasons 
with the Royals, he averaged 145 games. Zimmerman, in his 
first six full seasons with the Nats, is averaging 133. Through Monday, Zimmer- 
man is hitting .289 with a .482 slugging percentage. He averages 25 homers 
and 96 RBI a season. Brett’s career average of .305 is obviously superior, but 
his slugging percentage is very comparable (.487), his home runs are fewer (19) 
and his 96 RBI average matches Zimmerman’s, (twp)

The Nats should make sure it 
doesn’t. “Face of the franchise” is a 
phrase that gets thrown around a 
lot, but keeping a superstar player 
on your roster for his entire career 
is good business. 

Think of every memorable Nats 
moment since 2005. How many of 
them didn’t involve Zimmerman? 
Let’s see, there was Strasburg’s first 
start . . . and I’m out. Zimmerman 
has had more walkoff homers than 
Werth has had homers this sea- 
son — OK, not really, but doesn’t 
it seem that way? 

For a franchise trying to estab- 
lish an identity, it’s important to 
be able to bring back a guy in 20 
years who was here almost from 
the very beginning and spent his 
entire career in Washington. 

One reason Jim Thome’s 600th 
home run was underplayed in the 
eyes of many is that he spent his 
21-year career with five teams. He’s 
still a first-ballot Hall of Famer, 
of course, but he’ll have to make 
a decision about the cap to wear 
on his bust. 

Zimmerman, too, looks like 
a surefire Hall of Famer. What 
a tremendous loss it would be 
for the club if he went in wear- 
ing anything but the Curly W.

Erasing the years has been the goal 
of wrinkle creams, fad diets and 
exercise programs 
for decades, but 
what would really 
happen if society 
discovered an 
actual cure for 
aging? Drew 
Magary considers 
all the wonderful 
and terrible implications in his debut 
novel, “The Postmortal ” 

Magary, who lives in Bethesda, 
is best known as the hilariously 
contentious blogger for Deadspin, 
Maxim and Kissing Suzy Kolber, 
among other print and online 
outlets. He lives to slaughter 
sacred cows, whether it’s the local 
Redskins or the beloved Charlie 
Brown Christmas special. 

He brings that same raucous 

— ' 


spirit to “The Postmortal,” about 
a slacker New York attorney who 
gets the gene-altering cure and 
stops aging at 29. Over the course 
of decades, he watches as human- 
ity destroys itself with population 
explosions, ecological disasters, 
and wars between postmortals 
and mortals. 

Would you take the cure? 

Oh, yeah! Wouldn’t you? There’s 
no way you say no. There’s no way 
you could resist. Even if it goes 
against all logical impulses, you’re 
going to do it. 

And that has some very grave 
implications for humanity. 

There are some big issues today, 
in terms of resource depletion and 
environmental problems, and the 
book is about the acceleration of 
all these crises. You hear about a 
lot of these problems coming down 
the road, but you can’t see them, 
because they haven’t happened yet. 
The idea of the book is to compress 
all that stuff into a very short time- 
frame, and it looks spectacularly 
awful, like a car wreck you can’t

stop looking at. 

You manage to balance that bleak 
outcome with some sly humor. 

It can definitely be a dark subject, 
so you have to put some humor 
in there. Most of the stuff I write 


online is comedic, so I can’t help 
but have some comic flourish- 
es throughout. It’s just my style. 
I’m not sure if the tone would 
work for some people, but when 
you’re faced with a lot of things 
that are unrelentingly bad, peo- 
ple tend to take it with a bit of 
good humor. You just can’t live 
any other way. 

How was writing this novel differ- 
ent from your online work? 

I think writing a book is really 
daunting. If you think about having 
to write 300 pages, you just want 
to kill yourself because it sounds 
so hard. So you treat it the way you 
would treat a blog, as something 
you update every day. Eventually, 
after about 100 days or so, you have 
a working manuscript. It’s like a 
big pile of firewood. You have to 
think of it one log at a time instead 
of trying to carry the whole pile at

For the first time, NBC plans to 
show every event from London’s 
2012 Olympics live in some form — 
even if it’s just raw video stream- 
ing online.

‘Dark Matters' Looks

Investigation 

The notion that “science 
can go too far” has been 
around as long as there 
have been scientists.

Freeze your own icy 
treats to keep sweet 
and cooL during the 
Last days of summer 

It’s counterintuitive, but Popsicles 
started out as a winter surprise. 

Around 1900, 11-year-old San 
Franciscan Frank Epperson left a 
fruity soda outside during atypi- 
cal subzero temperatures. The next 
day, he discovered the ice pop for- 
mula now mass-marketed as the 
Popsicle. Since then, countless kids 
have licked and liked pops. 

Though Epperson trademarked 
the name (hence why you risk a 
lawsuit if you don’t call your home- 
made ones just pops), the icy des- 
serts have matured from syrupy 
and sugar-infused to sophisticated. 
Think combos such as spicy pine- 
apple or Carolina sweet tea. 

“The key to a good pop is fresh 


ingredients,” says Brian Sykora, co- 
owner of D.C.’s Pleasant Pops food 
truck. “We buy our fruit and dairy 
locally and rotate through ingredi- 
ents based on season. Now we’re 
using peaches and cantaloupe.” 

Sykora and business partner 
Roger Horowitz started Pleasant 
Pops in 2010, selling versions of the 
traditional Mexican paleta, a bar on a 
stick formed of fresh frozen fruit. The 
duo hawk theirs from a food truck 
that travels daily from McPherson 
Square to Mount Pleasant to George- 
town, spreading savory pops such 



as cucumber-chile and sweet ones 
like chongos, which mesh cream 
and cinnamon. 

DIYing ’sides is easy. Simply 
puree fruit, veggies and flavorings 
in a blender, keeping in mind that 
softer, riper produce works best. If 
you’re using harder fruits or veg- 
gies — say, apples — cook them 
before blending. Then, add sugar 
(for a richer flavor, saute fruit with 
sugar first). Then, pour the liquid 
into molds (see below for ideas) and 
freeze for four to five hours. (See 
recipe, right, for guidance.) 


Eany Gerson, author of “Paletas: 
Authentic Recipes for Mexican Ice 
Pops, Shaved Ice & Aguas Frescas” 
($17, Ten Speed Press), recommends 
adjusting the temperature of your 
freezer to the coldest setting pos- 
sible to achieve the prettiest pops. 
“And the easiest way to get a pale- 
ta out of a mold is to dip the mold 
in hot water,” she says. 

Pops also take well to liquor. 
Potenza (1430 H St. NW; 202-638- 
4444) served cocktail pops all sum- 
mer, such as the Orvieto, a mix of 
strawberry, balsamic syrup and 
Italian vodka. “Just remember alco- 
hol doesn’t freeze, so don’t put too 
much in,” says Gerson, who thinks 
that pops, whether boozy or tame, 
appeal to your inner kid. “They’re 
natural and delicious,” she says.

» 2 cups agua de Jamaica (sold 
at many Latino groceries) 

» 2/3 cup sugar 
» 4 cups raspberries, fresh or

Combine agua de jamaica and 1/3 cup 
of sugar in a saucepan. Cook over me- 
dium, stirring until sugar dissolves.
